campaign, Forty-seven Alameda. 
“County agencies, along with 129, 
other Crusade member agencies, 
will be receiving allocations for 
their 1967 health and welfare 
services. 

An inerease of some $150,000 
over last year is available to Ala- 
yneda County agencies for the 
betterment of service facilities. 
-JIn addition, three agencies have 
become new members and recipi- 
ents of UBAC funds in Alameda 
County: the Allied Fellowship 
Service, Mental Health Associa- 
tion, and the Volunteer Bureau, 

This year, for the first time, all 
United Crusade agencies were 
centrally budgeted, rather than 
receiving their allocations from 
five separate county united 
funds, as was done prior to the 
UBAC merger in January, 1966. 

Fifteen budget panels, made up 
of citizen volunteers, devoted an 
estimated 10,000 man hours to 
the distribution of the campaign 
contributions. “The initial rec- 
ommendations of our 15 panels 
totaled $11,739,307,’’ said Donald 
W. Beggs, Western Architectural 
Program Manager for Weyer- 
haeuser Company, and chairman 
of the UBAC general budget com- 
mittee. “It was very difficult for 
the committee, which includes the 
chairmen and vice chairmen of 
each panel, to cut these recom- 
mendations down to the available 
$11,641,376, because of the deep 
conviction of panel representa- 
tives that these were essential 
needs for the agencies.”’ 

“Nonetheless,’’ Beggs conclud- 
ed, ‘we feel that centralized bud- 
geting is a forward step and has 
enabled us to correct certain in- 
equities which resulted under the 
old system of separate allocations 
by the five county budget com- 
mittees.”’

An estimated 30,000 pre- 
school children are still suscept- 
ible to measles and need the vae 
eine. ; 

“If all parents will insure that 
their children obtain this protec 
tion (measles vaccine) from their 
private physicians or usual 
source of medical care, measles 
can be wiped out in a year,” Dr. 
Malcolm said, 

Records in the Health Depart- 
ment indicate that in their first 
year of life over 9,000 (more than 
half) the newborn infants living 
in the jurisdiction had been start 
ed on their basic series of immu 
nizations, polio, smallpox, mea 
sles, whooping cough, tetanus 
and diphtheria. 

The influenza epidemic reached 
its peak in February. Nearly one 
third of the school children were 
absent at this time. The deaths 
from influenza and pneumonia— 
251 this year compared to 81 in 
1965—is the highest number of 
deaths from this cause in the 
past 10 years. Most of these 
deaths were people over 65 years
